The Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department’s Em¬ 
ergency Medical Team has 
prepared its annual report 
of activities for the past 
year as follows: 

To: Fire Chief Leonard Hall 
Re: Emergency Medical 
Calls for 1979 

In recapping the Emer¬ 
gency Medical Program for 
1979, we feel that it has 
reached a landmark for 
this type of service in our 
city. It has been a year when 
the innovations of 1978 have 
really begun to provide the 
citizens with the utmost in 
service at a cost that is prob¬ 
ably unmatched in any city 
of comparable size. 

During this past year the 
number of calls has .not in¬ 
creased dramatically over 
the year 1978, as only an ad¬ 
ditional 26 runs were added, 
showing 467 this past year 
and 441 for 1978. But, we be¬ 
lieve tliat the depth of serv- 
vice has been Improved tre¬ 
mendously. This has been 
our first full year of utili¬ 
zing our transportation cap¬ 
ability for those patients 
needing to bo moved to the 
hospitals in the area. 

In addition, during the 
last couple of months of the 
past year the equipment was 
installed to enable us to con¬ 
tact by radio, almost any 
hospital within the County, 
along with the Medic-Alcrt 
Center. This has drastically 
improved our capability at a 
time when hospital beds are 
becoming in short supply, 
and frequent re-routing is 
becoming an almost daily 
situation. We have immedi¬ 
ate contact with the emer¬ 
gency room at Ar c a d i a 
Methodist, aur prime rc- 
•sponse hospital, and contact 
with the admitting depart¬ 
ment of most other hospitals 
within the County ■ w i d'e 
HEAR System. 

Should there be a major 
disa.ster strike Sierra Madre 
at any time the HE.4R 
Radio would permit us to 
maintain immediate and con 
s.tant cootact with the main

the 1920's. This picture taken from the RIes of the Sierra Madre News on September 

12, 1929 listed butter at 23c per pound; coffee at 19c; sugar 5c pound; 24 - ounce 
loaf of bread, 3 for 25c. It was during those days that a couple could go to the grocery 
store with a $5 bill and have to make three trips each taking the groceries home. In those 

days a family man making $50 a week was in the high salaried group. This was just 

before the crash of 1929 and salaries dropped to WPA — $19.80 a week for 40 hours.

The followirinr stoi'y is to 
give the younger generation 
a bird’s eye look at what 
grocery buying for the fam¬ 
ily' encountered year.? ago, 
before the supermark els. 
Also to bring back memor¬ 
ies to those fifty years of 
age or older. 

The picture of the grocery' 
str'i'o on this page is typical 
of most stores up to the 
years of 1940, at which tiiiie 
the supermarkets began to 
flourish. In the early years 
of 1920 and on through the 
1930’s the supermarket and 
the chain store were twi' 
different types of operation, 
and in competition with 
them was what we .wow call 
the Mom and Pop Grocery- 
Store; however, the ch.ain 
ftoros did follow the great 
riiccc.ss story of the .smaller 
grocery store.s. until the 
chain -supermarkets too'; 
over the latter part of tla 
1930’s. 

After World War I, and 
most probably around the 
year 1926, the chain store 
came into existence, they 
were under the names of 
The Great Atlantic and Paci¬ 
fic Tea Company, Kroger 
Stores, Piggley Wigg 1 c y. 
Saloway, Skaggs and on 
down the line, depending n? 
what part of the country 
you lived. The indcpe.ndems. 
to fight he chains, organized 
coops that sometimes went 
under the riame of IGA. 
Farmers Co-op, and many 
oflicr name.s again depend¬ 
ing upon the part of th-' 
United States they were lo¬ 
cated, and the tliird line of 
grocery stores was the "moni 
and pop” grocery or one of 
family ownership. Many o'' 
iho.se later on in life became 
larger stores and finallv 
h'-anched out into chain sup- 
ermaik-ets, such as Ralphs, 
Alpha Beta, Von’s Shopping 
Bag and Market Basket o.r. 
the West Coast, but the lis' 
ing of these stores is only 
a small part of the story. 

To preface what is com¬ 
ing further in this story is 
the wage market through 
out this period. Rememlx'r. 
a family man making $75 a 
week was considered to be 
in a Well paying job. Gro¬ 
cery clerks worked for as 
little as $19 a week for 6(1- 
hour.s; high scliool kids 
found many a grocery job 
on Saturday, a 15 to 16 holi¬ 
day for $3. Hair cuts were 
40 cents and a double fea 
lure, plus news and comedy 
at the local theatre was as 
high as 15 cents, and a large 
liox of popcorn a nickel. 
Gasoline was 19 cents a gal¬ 
lon, including nil taxes and 
a set of four Goodrich tire.-: 
for your car could cost as 
imicli as $19.20. 

I remember well. wher. 
Dad bought the first family 
home in 1925 and he and 
mom s.^t around thinking 
about it for weeks, the total 
cost was $3,500 and it was 
a fivc-rixim hungalow with 
two bedrooms without any 
inodern facilities whatsoex'i'i 
except running water. An- 
cthc-r dramatic experience 
with the family was the 
purcha.se of our first familv 
automobilf', a 1927 F o r d 
sed.an. Dad wrote the check 
for the car in f.un, $627 de¬ 
livered, that year after the 
purcliase of the automobile 
Dad .got his tax bill and it 
was for $37.50 for the year, 
this wrecked the family 
budget for the balance of the 
\ear. All of us .used to wait 
for the locally owned elec¬ 


tric bill to arrive. If it was 
ever over $1.03 for the mo.nth 
tiie family received a lec¬ 
ture. Of course in those days 
v/e burned coal in the win¬ 
ter and it was always a 
family affair to .set down 
a.nd order coal for the win- 
tre months. Kind, price and 
size, who was going to be 
e xpected to carry it from the 
coal shed to tlie iiouse and 
seforth. 

Going back over the fi]c'.s 
of those years we find that 
after the depression of the 
1930’s prices started to sky¬ 
rocket: Gillette razor blades 
wore 36 cents for a package 
of six; toothbrushes at a 
dime; men's sox ten cents 
a. pair; bathing suits, full, 
$1.98; trunks only, 39 cents; 
new modern dress e s 93 
cents; silk hose, 3 pair for 
SI: Coty’s lace powder, a 
generous size, 79 cents; Rich¬ 
ard Hudnut 3 fIowcrs for 69 
rents. Double dip ice cream 
cones. 5 cents; with a pint 
of hand-packed ice cream 
selling for 14 cents, and you 
could buy a brand new Gen- 
eial Motor Refrigerator for 
the low, low price of $128.50, 
■and tor the kiddies, all 
brands of chewing gum, 
tlirce five - stick packages 
for nine cents. 

Back to groceries. Wlien 
the chain stores came into 
cxistenc', sometime in the 
late 1920’s, thry lound that 
to do business with the or¬ 
dinary ho,usohold that they 
had to also make deliverie.-;. 
a s mo.st independeri mer- 
cliants had a cooperative de¬ 
livery system, and it was 
generally done by horse and 
wagon: however, c h a i n 
stores to compete, generally 
used the manager’s oar for 
what deliveries that he eouM 
scrape up. Deliver i c s oi 
gi'oeeries and meats general¬ 
ly had a mimimim of SL 
but chain stores required e 
minimum of $5. As a kid I 
remember those horse drawn 
delivery wagons and wailed 
for them at the curb the 
sania as we used to wait for 
the ice man. 


In those days a family 
generally charged their groc¬ 
eries, some chain store oper¬ 
ators used to have preferred 
cu-slomers that they did cre¬ 
dit business with, but the 
managers had to pay for the 
charges out of their pockcl.s 
because of surprise inven¬ 
tories by their superiors. But 
the independents sometimes

(Female cats 
as young as seven months 
hav" given birth to their 
first litters). 'Will those 36 
kittens grow' up to pnxiuoe 
216? And those 216 produce 
1296? By the .seventh gen¬ 
eration this hypothetical 
family has grown to 279,936. 
And this figure represents 


only one litter per year per 
cat. Each female is capable 
of bearing three litters per 
year. Each male is capable 
of contacting an incalcsulable 
number of females in a 
year’s time. 

Does Dad chuckle when 
the family pet is out “Tom 
catting?” l5oes Mom hope 
the female pet will have 
just one litter, so the chil¬ 
dren can witness the beauty 
of birth? Think about it. If 
you had to deal with the 
results of that kind of think¬ 
ing, would It be funny? 
Woiuld it be beatiful? 

Low cost spay and neuter 
clinics abound. Los Angeles 
County Animal Care and 
Control has five, located at 
their shelters in Downey. 
Gardena, Baldw’in Park. 
Lancaster and Agoura. The 
Los Angeles City Anim.r 1 
Regulation Department has 
Hiree, located at the Ann 
Street, llth Avenue and East 
Valley shelters. There ar.-’ 
privately operated clini c s 
which do nothing but spay 
and neuter at a. redunced 
cost. Pet Assi.stance Founda¬ 
tion is a humane group 
v\hieh devotes ail its re¬ 
sources to giving financial 
assistance in altering pet.s. 
With all of this help avail¬ 
able there is no excuse for 
anyone to contribute to a 
senseless tragedy. 

It should be added that a 
spayed or neutered cat will 
be healthier, less inclinrxl to 
wander and-or fight, and 
will probably live longer.

Public Controls Of Hosp. Die 

The last remaining hospital cost containment bill to 
come out of the 1979 half of this two-year legislative ses¬ 
sion dieiri in Senate Finance, 8 - 5, January 23.

Governor’s budget Flirts 
With Additional Taxes 


The Governor’s 1980-81 Geineral Fund budget increase 
of 10.9 per cent, although below traditional sirending esca¬ 
lations. guides the state on a course where new taxes 
may be needed in 1981-82. This .stems from the fact that 
the Proposition 13 bailout, funded largely from accumu¬ 
lated suri>lus, is being con.sumed at ever - increasing 
amounts. 

The proposed budget is $1.4 billion Ln excess of cur¬ 
rent revenues. This is twice as large as the deficit esti¬ 
mated for the current year. The gap is widening to a 
pont where it w i 11 consume the accumulated surplus, 
causing a possible choice between; $1 billion of program 
cuts or a lax liike in 1981-82. 

The accumulated surplus, which is projected to be 
$1.8 billion at July 1, will drop to $674 million at June 
30, 1981. These are estimates based upon revenue and 
spending forecasts which assume the legislature will enact 
no new spending bills. Legislative Analyst William Hamm 
told Assembly Ways and Means, "Looked at this way, 
the $674 millian is not a great deal of money, particularly 
given the possibility of an economic dowmturn more severe 
than the one forecast by the administration.” An addi¬ 
tional uncertainty arises because Congress is considering 
cutting off federal revenue sharing for states. 

With a reveniuo shortfall of pethaps a billion dollars 
in 1981-82, the analyst recommends a legislative review 
of so-called “tax expenditures” (bureaucratic jargon for 
tax deductions) to close the gap. 

Unlike past budgets, this one calls for no program re- 
duction.s. In addition to cost-of-livlng adjustments, the 
plan calls for new spending increases for mass transporta.- 
tion of $146 million, education -- education — $77 million, 
forest improvement — $10 million, expanded pesticide 
rcgiilalion — about $3.2 million, toxic materials ajid haz¬ 
ardous waste — $6 million and California Conservation 
Corps - $4 million. The California Arts Council is slated 

for a whopping .53 per cent hike of $4.1 million. 

Since the Jarvis II initiative is on the June 3 ballot 
to fut state persoinal income taxes in half and Genera’. 
Fund revenues $4.9 billion or 25 i)er cent, the Department 
of Financt' will prepare a second budget based upon the 
assumption it wilt pass. Passage may result in proposals 
to dismantle special funds so that they, too, may share 
in tlie cuts. 

Tlie Governor’s proi>osed budget for all funds is $24.0 
billion, $1.9 ’oillion or 8.6 per cent above 1979-80. Tlie Gen¬ 
eral Fund portion is $20.7 billion, $2.0 billion or 10.9 per 
cent above tlie current year. 

In total, the governor proposes to spend about $1,431 
for twery man, woman and child in California, or $91 mil¬ 
lian per day. 

The budget proposal appears below the Proposition 4 
spending limit only because the legislature in the final 
days of the 1978-79 base year passed SB 620 (Mills), arti¬ 
ficially increasing the state’s spc.nding limit some $600 
million. If not for that act, the state spending projected 
by the analyst wo’uld be $207 million above the limit al¬ 
lowed under Proposition 4. 


Legislative Outlook 

Bipartisan Support For Peripheral Canal 

Senate.floor approval for SB 200 (Ayala) was antici¬ 
pated on January 17 with the addition of 21 Senators as 
co-authors, including seven .Republicans. SB 200, reauth¬ 
orizing i)eriphcral canal and otlier overdue water supply 
faciilities, as supported by the Chamber and a broad coali¬ 
tion of organizations, is an equitable solution to delta 
environmental problems. However, it faces strong opposi 
tion from some Northern California legislators responding 
to environmental group pressures. 

Property Taxes For New Capital Outlay 

A c-onstitutional amendment to Proposition 13 was 
approved by Senate Revenue and Taxation allowing new 
property taxes for real property and to secure water con- 
traerts. These must be approved by a two-thirds vote of the 
local electorate. SCA 26 (Craven) provides local control 
and the ability to finance the ecxonomic infrastructure at 
the IcAvest possible interest. It also eliminates the ability 
of loc'al governments to ask the? state for capital outlay 
funds on the grounds that there is no local revenue. To 
Senate floor. Chamber supports. 

Personal Use of Campaign Funds 

Personal use of campaign funds l)y elected officials 
and candidates is prohibited in AB 118 (MeVittie). The 
bill further deals with surplus campaign f^inds of defeated 
candidates and retiring elected officials. Disposition of 
funds may be: returned to the c-ontributor, contributed to 
another campaign, retained for future election, given to 
cliaritable organizations or contributed to another state 
or political subdivision for public purposes. AB 1168 ha.s 
passed Asiombly Ways and Means 14-1 and now moves 
to tche Assembly floor. Chamber supports. 

Commodity Pricemarking is Killed 

A bill to require any grocery store or grocery depart¬ 
ment which uses an automatic chc'ckout system to sell 
retail consumer commodities with clearly marked readable 
prices was defeated in Senate Business and Proiessions 
Januarj 9. The thrust of the Chamber’s opposition to SB 
92 WES that: it could cause the price of fcx)d to rise at a 
fastc-r rate, it forces cfuplicate pricing exists hurting low 
income co,nsuniors tlie most and voluntary effors by busi¬ 
ness are successfully obviating a mxid for this legislation. 
Advantages to computerized systems cited were more 
detailed item description receipt tapes and faster pro¬ 
cessing at checkout counters.

Edison Rates Went 
Up As Of Feb, 1 

The California Pub 1 i c 
ITtilities Commission has 
granted Southern California 
Edison authority to speed up 
collection of a revenue in¬ 
crease granted last Novem¬ 
ber to forestall a serious 
cash shortage that could 
amount to between $500 mil¬ 
lion and $600 million by 
May. 

The result will ‘oe rate in¬ 
creases to all customers of 
slightly over half a cent per 
kilowatthour beginning Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 

"Edison's revenue defi¬ 
ciency is approaching the 
half billion dollar mark be¬ 
cause today’s rates fall far 
shoid of today's cost of pro¬ 
ducing electricity,” PUC 
President John E. Biyscn 
said. “Despite procedures the 
PUC has set up to expedite 
matters, Edison’s rates have 
not kept pace with the sharp 
and frequent increase in the 
cost ot oil and other fuels 
.used to generate electricity.” 

The rate increase grantid 
by the PUC to begin last Nol 
vember 1 amo,ur.ted to $431.2 
million and was based on 
the underpricing of electri¬ 
city sold during the year 
ending July 31, 1979. The 
PUC decision authorized a 
rate increase whirh would 
recover the $431.2 million 
over a 12-month period.

One wave after another of 
slick black birds swarmed 
across the bright winter sky. 
Ntrv'ously they would land 
in the nearby oak trees. 
Their high-pitched raspy call 
echoed a tnousand times 
across the sprawling 
branches. The slightest ad¬ 
verse .sound would frighten 
the flock into nervous flight, 
alighting in other nearby 
oaks ... or perhaps the dry, 
scratchy cattails growing at 
the water’s edge. Bright red 
patches rimmed with yellow 
could be seen occasionally on 
the male black birds’ shoul¬ 
ders. Such a colorful con¬ 
trast to the dull browns of 
their mites. 

The cattails that gave re¬ 
fuge to these hordes of 
blackbirds grew along the 
watery edges of a rancher’s 
field. During the last two 
years that we’ve visite.1 
Hidden Valley after heavj’ 
rains, I've noticed that this 
ranch field in particular had 
a smooth flowing stream 
meandering across its grassy 
length. The uneven surface 
of the field, probably 15 to 
20 acres in size, was muddy 
from the recent rains. I im¬ 
agine burrowing ins e c t s 
came sputtering to the sur¬ 
face in search of temporary 
n fuge. At one end of the 
field was a broad pond. 

What an invitat ion to 
shore, pond and marsh birds! 
Not only could they easily 
swoop in low over the pond 
or stream for a smooth land-

ing, but they had withi i 
easy reach a large, almost 
marshy area thickly popu¬ 
lated with many insects and 
a variety of succulent plant.s. 
Abundant food! 

Passing by on the two 
lane road that inns along 
the open field, one would 
easily miss seeing the var¬ 
iety of bii'ds . . . mostly ’oe 
ca,use they were so well 
camouflaged. Last year it 
was my wifes keen eyes that, 
spotting a curious movement 
in the grassy slreaoh e s, 
opened up a whole new 
world for ,us. Tliis year we 
purposely headed straight 
for that special field, know¬ 
ing what we could find. And 
find it, we did!i 

The stark white foini of 
a young snowy egert was 
ct nspicuous in the muddy 
reaches. Alone it fed vora¬ 
ciously on the awaiting in¬ 
sects. Mallards glided in 
smoothly for a landing close 
to the northern shovelcrs on 
the still pond. Long-legged 
waders picked along the 
shallows. A cinnamon teal 
nestled among the grasses. 
Close to the .safety of the 
water. 

And during all this time 
the slick black birds swarm¬ 
ed across the bright winter 
sky, their raspy call echoing 
a thousand times .... a 
thousand times!
